Very often a layman gets enough 
strychnine to kill a person without 
even asking for it and without know- 


‘ing he is getting it, and with an im- 
plied assurance from the vendor that 
| what he is buying is perfectly harm- 


less, and without anv label or indica- 
tion that there is poison in if.

The law is too busy making 
reputable physicians break their sac- 
red) oath. What matters it if a mere 
child here and there is murdered in 
this foul manner? We must not say 
anvthing about it. We eannot do any- 
thing about it. Business would be 
enrbarrassed, 

To incorporate strychn.ne in ¢a- 
thartie tablets is a common practice 
among patent medicine makers. There 
was an ancient theory that a dash of 
strychnine sort of put “git” into the 
lazy bowels, brought on a mild spasm 
or convulsion of the inactive bowel, 
and so increased the effect of the 
horse medicine in the physie concoe- 
tion. This is too absurd for serious 
consideration today. There is not one 
little speck of justification for the 
incorporation of strychnine in any 
such formula. Nor is there the least 
mite of justification for putting any 
strvehnine in any “tonic” or other 


medicine which is to be given into the 


hands of a layman. It is just plain 
murder, and worse, murder for profit.
